A lasting legacy 

Post Games transformation of East London begins 


W ORK to ensure 
a lasting legacy 
for the Olympic 
Park started the 
day after the Paralympics 
ended, with £292million set 
aside to transform the area. 

The park, which will 
be known as the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park, is 
due to reopen to the public 
in stages. One third of the 
site is in Hackney. 

It will be developed in 
phases, with part of the 
North Park opening on 
27 July next year. Work 
is due to be completed by 
next December. It is set to 
become one of the most 
unique and beautiful green 
areas in London. 

The next stage of work is 


to develop the South Plaza, 
scheduled to be finished by 
March 2014. 

Everyone will have the 
opportunity to use the 
sporting venues where 
history was made during the 
Games. Residents can swim 
in the Aquatics Centre’s 
two 50metre swimming 
pools, or ride around the 
VeloPark - which centres 
on the Velodrome - and 
has track, BMX, road and 
mountain bike facilities for 
the total beginner through 
to professional athletes.

I N between the half-full 
wine glasses, flickering 
candles, classic decor, 
and diminutive tables, 
drift the notes of some of 
the best jazz performers 
in the world.

“No-one makes money out 
of jazz, but put the music 
first and the rest will take 
care of itself.” 

The famous Dalston club 
marks its 25th anniversary 
this year. Household names 
like Wynton Marsalis, 
Courtney Pine and Quincy 
Jones have played here in 
recent years; Stan Tracey, 
Dame Cleo Laine and 
her late husband Sir John 
Dankworth are just two 
of Dave’s favourite acts to 
have graced its stage; while 
Evan Parker, recognised as 
one of the world’s leading 
saxophonists has a 
monthly residency. 

He adds: “There isn’t 
anyone in the last 25 years 
from the modern jazz scene 
who hasn’t performed here. 
We’ve had the best because 
they like to play here.” 

Nevertheless, it hasn’t 
all been plain sailing. Way 
before big names like Jamie 
Cullum and Nigel Kennedy 
appeared at the Gillett 
Square club, the Vortex 
was just a small art shop on 
Stoke Newington Church 
Street in the early 1980s. 
(The original building is 
nowaNandos.) 

“It was all an accident, 
we were never meant to be 
a jazz club. Even today, my 
chequebook still says Vortex

Galleries,” muses Dave. 

“We had fantastic shows, 
but the big papers never 
came to them. They’d 
review the same exhibitions 
by the same artists in 
Camden and central 
London even though we had 
them in Hackney first. So we 
had to do everything on a 
shoestring,” he laments. 

To make up the money 
the shop installed a bar, 
jukebox, then a cafe that 
served breakfasts. Dave 
claims the old fry-ups are 
still famed today. 

“There was never funding 
or investors, we just 
survived on selling second- 
hand records and books. 
Musicians came looking 
for somewhere to play and 
we were quite lucky that 
they didn’t charge us lots of 
money to do it,” he says. 

The club was instrumental 
in forging a strong Hackney 
jazz community throughout 
the 1990s, until a rent hike

threatened it with closure. 

Efforts to negotiate 
stalled, and even Dave, after 
spending most of his life 
in East London and Stoke 
Newington, believed the 
project was at its end. He 
packed up and accepted 
a new job in 
Margate, Kent. 

“But the 
community 
wanted to save 
the Vortex. 

Most people 
don’t want a 
music venue next 
to their homes, but 
these people did and they 
started the ‘Save the Vortex’ 
campaign to find us a new 
home,” he says. 

The Hackney 

Co-operative Developments 
built a new building in 
Gillett Square, and from 
2005, it has been the 
Vortex’s base. Dave admits: 
“If it wasn’t for them we 
wouldn’t be having this 



conversation.” 

It is still a volunteer-led, 
not-for-profit organisation 
that today puts on close to 
400 gigs on a year. 

He says: “We still 
get support from the 
community and musicians. 
We have partnerships with 
the Barbican, phenomenal 
voluntary workers and 
directors. Gillett Square is a 
place where community art 
takes place, with so many 
community sounds. We 
can draw on so many 
places to bring art into 
the community.” 

Dave now juggles life 
developing a jazz scene in 
Margate - he kept the job 
- and working part-time at 
the Vortex. 

“Everyone thinks I’m 
someone who’s been 
involved in jazz all my life, 
but I was a taxi driver for 25 
years. I just came in through 
the back door and stayed in 
the building,” he confesses. 

“And the club has lasted 
so long because of the music. 
Jazz is a survivor. It’s not 
everyone’s cup of tea, but 
you cannot keep looking at 
the same art all of the time. 

“There will always be 
people creating things you 
don’t understand, with 
others saying ‘bloody hell, 
my kids can do better 
than that’, but these artists 
are pushing the medium 
forward. 

“Sometimes I’m watching 

a show in Vortex and 
there’s college 
students listening 
and I feel 
I’m putting 
something 
back. 

“I’m not an 
artist, I wish I 
was, but I want 
to give people the 
opportunity to play their 
music. There may not be 
a big audience, but that’s 
not the point. Their music 
just has to be written and 
played,” he adds.

All your green 
questions answered 

Q: I read in the last issue about what happens to 
recycling in the borough, so I was wondering what 
happens to the food waste that is collected? 

A: Food and garden waste are treated differently to 
the other recyclable materials that people put out for 
collection. Both types of waste are taken to the EcoPark 
Compost Centre in Edmonton. Here it is shredded, before 
being placed into composting tunnels where natural 
bacteria begins to break the materials down. 

Once the compost has matured, it is screened to remove 
contaminated items, like bits of plastic, before being 
used as compost for Hackney’s community growing 
projects, parks, allotments and other agricultural use, 
adding rich fibre and nutrients back to the land. 

The compost centre processes up to 45,000 tonnes of 
food and garden waste per year, which may otherwise 
be sent to landfill sites. This produces 1 5,000 tonnes 
of compost, which is enough to feed more than 1 ,000 
football pitches.

THE Council’s waste and 
recycling teams have been 
short listed for a prestigious 
award for their work on 
this summer’s BBC Radio 1 
Hackney Weekend. 

More than 64 per cent 
of all waste produced over 
the weekend in June was 
recycled, and none of it 
was sent to landfill, making 
the festival on Hackney 
Marshes Radio l’s greenest 


ever event. 

The Local Authority 
Recycling Advisory 
Committee (LARAC) 
award nomination 
recognises the partnership 
work between Council 
departments and the event 
co-ordinators, Festival 
Republic, in designing and 
managing a zero waste 
scheme on site. 

Over 100 Council 


staff worked on keeping 
the festival site clean as 
100,000 people descended 
on the Marshes for a 
concert which featured 
Rihanna and Jay-Z as 
the headliners. 

Revellers were able 
to recycle a wide range 
of materials, from food 
waste to plastic bottles and 
paper cups. Indeed, over 
the course of the weekend, 


more than 34 tonnes of 
recyclable materials were 
taken to a facility in North 
London to be separated 
for recycling. Waste which 
could not be recycled was 
taken to Edmonton and 
used to generate electricity 
for London. 

The winners of this 
year’s green award will be 
announced at a ceremony 
next month.

New scheme seeks to cut tooth 
decay in children by a third 

A NEW nursery and primary school project aims to cut 
tooth decay in young people by a third. 

The NHS drive will promote good oral health in three to 
six-year-olds by providing dental check-ups and health 
education sessions for parents. Part of the dental session 
involves coating children’s teeth with a fluoride varnish 
twice a year. 

Parents will be asked to sign a consent form giving 
permission for their child to be included. 

After the inspection, any child identified with tooth decay 
will be advised to seek treatment from a dental practice 
of the parents’ choice. 

Lesley Mountford, director of public health for the NHS 
in City and Hackney, said: “Tooth decay is common in 
young children, but is preventable. In City and Hackney 
some 30 per cent of five-year-old children have already 
experienced tooth decay in some form. 

“The programme is already being delivered in five 
schools with the worst dental health in Hackney, but 
we feel it’s important that all children are given the 
opportunity to benefit from it. 

“I hope that thousands of children in City and Hackney 
benefit from this initiative and benefit not only from the 
initial fluoride treatment, but also learn to care for their 
teeth properly for years to come.”

I N the late 1800s, 
giving birth outside 
of marriage carried 
massive social stigma. 
No maternity facilities were 
provided for single mothers 
apart from those of the 
local workhouse, where 
many of those disowned by 
their families or employers 
ended up. With nowhere 
else to go, babies born in 
the workhouse often grew 
up within its harsh regime. 

This situation changed 
in Hackney in 1884, when 
the Salvation Army opened 
a home specifically for 
poor and destitute women 
at Ivy House, on the 
corner of Mare Street and 
Richmond Road. So many 
of the women arriving at 
Ivy House were pregnant 
however, the Salvation 
Army soon dedicated 
the place to the care of 
unmarried mothers-to-be. 
Midwifery training was 
also provided, with the first 
student qualifying in 1889. 

Not only did the training 
programme grow, so did 
the hospital, establishing 
new premises in the area 
including a children’s 
home known as The Nest 
at 10 Springfield Road, 
Upper Clapton, and later 
a mother and baby home 
called Cotland next door at 
number 11. 

By the early 1900s, the 
facilities at Ivy House were 
no longer adequate, so the 
Salvation Army looked for a 
site where they could build 
a new maternity hospital, 
eventually deciding upon a 
site at 1-7 Maitland Place in 
Lower Clapton Road. 

The site already consisted 
of a row of semi-detached 
houses dating from 1 824, 
which were now linked 
by archways which gave 
access to four (later six) 
colonnaded one-storey 
ward blocks built in the 
former back gardens. 
Offices, reception rooms 
and quarters for nurses 
were located in the houses 
themselves. Now known 
as the Mothers’ Hospital, 
the building was officially 
opened by Princess Louise 
on 18 October, 1913.

The ward 

blocks each consisted 
of a fully equipped 
delivery room, a kitchen, 
bathroom, and three 
small wards. Although 
the original gardens were 
lost, new trees, shrubs and 
flowerbeds were planted 
between the blocks, 
whilst each ward had 
French windows opening 
onto the lawns and the 
colonnades provided a 
pleasant seating area. 

The blocks were 
individually assigned for 


unmarried women, poor 
married women, Jewish 
mothers and special cases, 
but during the First World 
War this was expanded 
to include the widowed 
or destitute wives of 
servicemen, and later any 
service wives. 

After the war, all 
discriminations were 
abandoned and the 
Mothers’ Hospital became 
open to all. 

Queen Mary opened a 
new nurses’ home in June 
1921, taking time to meet 


many of the women and 
babies. Reporting on the 
Royal visit, the Hackney 
Gazette noted that: “One of 
the most pleasing features of 
this hospital is the attention 
and love bestowed upon the 
unmarried mother. 

“The Salvation Army 
realises that at such a time 
human nature needs an 
environment and influences 
that will help, uplift and 
strengthen.” 

The Second World 
War saw patients and the 
midwifery school evacuated 


to the Midlands, although 
the Mothers’ Hospital 
continued to serve the 
needs of those unable to 
leave London. 

An air-raid shelter was 
built and new mothers 


encouraged to 
become mobile 
quickly so they 
could get to the 
shelter easily 
if necessary. 

This had an 
unexpected beneficial 
side-effect in that the 
exercise helped 
reduce the 
number of cases 
of thrombosis 
and other post- 
natal problems. 
A bomb did 
hit the hospital 
in September 
1940, and although 
nobody was killed 
two ward blocks 
were destroyed, 
leading to an 
acute shortage 
of space, not 
It- helped by a 

wartime increase 
in pregnancies 
among young 
unmarried women. 

The NHS took over 
the management of the 
Mothers’ Hospital in 1948, 
although Salvation Army 
members still numbered 
among the staff, and a 
religious element survived 
with hymn singing in the 
wards every Sunday. 

After a century, during 
which it oversaw more than 
123,000 live births, the 
Mothers’ Hospital finally 
closed in 1986, when all 
maternity services were 
transferred to the new 
Homerton hospital. 

Today, the site has been 
redeveloped into the award- 
winning, gated complex 
Mothers’ Square, which 
consists of private housing 
alongside Lilian Karpin 
House providing supported 
housing for the over-55s, 
and Maitland Lodge, 
which cares for adults with 
learning disabilities.

Ingredients 

• 800ml chicken stock - made with good 
quality chicken stock cubes and boiling 
water 

• 1 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 small leek, washed and finely sliced 

• 1 small onion, finely diced 

• 1 small celery, chopped 

• 30ml white wine 

• 30g butter 

• 1.5 cup Arborio rice 

• 2 chicken breasts, cut into small pieces 

• 1 tbsp thyme 

• 1 tbsp flat leaf parsley 

• Italian Parmesan cheese, grated 


Method 

• Soften onion, leek and celery in a large pot 
using 1 /2 of butter and a dash of olive oil 

• Add herbs and white wine 

• Add rice, stir and heat for 1 -2 minutes 

• Gradually add stock and stir for 20-25 mins. 
Add a maximum of two ladlefuls, let it absorb 
before adding more stock 

• After 5 mins, add chicken. The perfect 
risotto should be creamy, but not 
overcooked, and the rice should have bite 

• When you are ready to serve, add the rest of 
the butter and 1 tbsp of Parmesan and stir 

• Serve with Parmesan and chopped parsley 
sprinkled on top. 


Council Tax Benefit 
is changing 

THE Government is 
abolishing the scheme 
which helps people on 
benefits and low incomes 
pay their council tax. 

Council Tax Benefit 
(CTB) is being replaced 
by Council Tax Support 
which all local authorities 
must introduce next April. 

The Government is 
cutting the funding to 
support Council Tax 
payments, as well as 
making councils liable 
for any increase in 
benefits claims. 

This means Hackney 
will have to find an extra 
£3.1 million, an amount 
which could rise sharply 



The Council is proposing to
